In early September, WU Klonhua (2 % # ), vice commander of the Chinese 
Communist 15 Army Group, accompanied a group of Soviet advisers and Chinese 
on an inspection of harbors and bays at Aot'ou (113-15, 24-14), Hsiayung, 


Nienshan, and Ptinghai (114-53, 22-37), The Chinese Communists plan to lay 


merine mines in these areas. 


In late September, the Foreign Trade Bureau of the Democratic Republic of 
Vietnam (IRV) closed its office at Chanchiang (110-24, 21-11) and moved it 
to number 32 Chung Pei Lu (‘? 44 4), Ch'inhsien (108=37, 21-58). Chief 
of the Chtinhsien office is TAI Wen-pai (#¥ =’ ). 


After the Chtinhsien office of the DRV Foreign Trade Bureau was established, 
a consignment of 20 x 2% ton trucks, 5 large cases of communications supplies, 
20 rolls of cotton cloth, and 12 cases of medicines and automotive spare 
parts was forwarded to the IRV via the Ch'inhsien - Naming highway. 


On 25 August, 14 small locomotives and railway cars manufactured by the Dairen 
Locomotive Manufacturing Plant arrived at Whampoa from Hankow, On 28 August 
the equipment was shipped to Rainan, 
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
